Minneapolis, April 6 — (I*I1)— A black-robed tornado whirled 
in a crazy dance ov er Minnesota and Wisconsin Friday nijrht and 
when the crushing dips and turns Were done it was learned today 
that at least 13 persons had been killed, nearly 100 injured and 
property damaged to the ex tent of $1,000,000. 
The fitful, terrible dancer first touched Worthington, Minn., 
where sev eral small farm buildings were 
destroy ed 
and 
then 
bounded with intensified force up and around the twin cities and 
northeast into Wisconsin. 
In its wake was a mass of twisted or demolished buildings, 
uprooted trees, broken communication lines, dead liv estock and 
lev elled farms. 
Hospitals in a half dozen cities cared today for the injured 
sev eral of which were giv en slight chances for recov ery . 
Ey e-witnesses v ariously described the tw ister as “ a huge 
black claw which reached out of the sky and dug at the earth” and 
"a huge mass of black smoke which roared and bellowed.” 
Almost ev ery destructiv e element accompanied the tornado, 
in sev eral instances houses wrecked by the wind were fired. Hail­ 
stones “ the size of hen’s eggs beat down on Way zatta, a pounding 
rain swept ov er other parts of the storm area and Kenneth Hel- 
gren, a 14 y ear old Minneapolis boy was badly burned by electri­ 
city when he came in contact with a fallen wire.' 
Rural sections of the two states were hardest hit by the de­ 
structiv e winds particularly those sections about 
Forest 
Lake, 
Minnesota and Rice I^ake, Harron, and Shell Lake, Wisconsin. 
* 
It was near Shell Lake that the three Pittman children were 
crushed to death. 
Douglas was almost instantly killed while his 
sister Dorothy and his cousin Lawrence died a short time later 
from their injuries. 
Two rural Minnesota schools were completely demolished al­ 
though no pupils were injured since the storm struck some two 
hours after classes had been dismissed. 
The ex tent of the damage done by the tornado was not at once 
known since scores of toll lines and telegraph wires in the two 
states were knocked down. 
Sev ttfal of the injured reported that they had been pinned l>e- 
neath the wreckage o f buildings or trees as long as an hour before 
they were found by rescue parties. 
Minneapolis, which like St. Paul, escaped the wrath of the 
storm, sent police and fire squads into the outly ing districts and 
within two hours from the time they were summoned they had car­ 
ried approx imately 25 injured to city hospitals. 
Approx imately 5 0 farms suifered from the fury of the tw ist­ 
er before its force was spent in the hills of Wisconsin. 
Many of 
the v ictims said that they were milking their cows when the tor­ 
nado lashed across the fields. 
Louis Wenzel, nine miles west of Hugo, Minn., was one of the 
‘milkers,” who had no time to escape. 
‘I heard the thing coming,” he said, “ so I got up from the 
stool to see what was up. 
Before I reached the door the twister 
struck the barn and the cow I had 
been 
milking 
was 
literally 
blown through the wall.” 
Katie Frischman. who liv es on a farm near New Brighton, 
Minn., said she got a good v iew of the funnel-shaped cloud as it 
liore down upon her. 
“ I saw it coming,” she said, “ and it seemed that the whole 
southwest end of Minnesota was al>out to he piled right on top 
us. 
“ It made a hissing sound which grew louder and louder as it 
drew near. Then it took on all the beautiful colors of the rainbow’, 
bright red, white, grey and then they all blended into a black, hiss­ 
ing, monster ready to wipe us off the face of the earth.” 
Katie escaped w’ith minor injuries.

INTO WORLD WAR 


At Least 13 Persons Mad 
Been 
Killed, Nearly IOO Injured and 
Property Damage $1,000,000 


Minneapolis, April 6— (U P )— A black-robed tornado whirled 
iii a crazy dance over Minnesota and Wisconsin Friday night and 
when the crushing dips and turns frere done it was learned today 
that at least 13 persons had been killed, nearly IOO injured and 
property damaged to the extent of $1,000,000. 
The fitful, terrible dancer first touched Worthington, Minn., 
where several small farm buildings were 
destroyed 
and 
then 
bounded with intensified force up and around the twin cities and 
northeast into Wisconsin. 
In its wake was a mass of twisted or demolished buildings, 
uprooted trees, broken communication lines, dead livestock and 
levelled farms. 
Hospitals in a half dozen cities cared today for the injured 
several of which were given slight chances for recovery. 
Eye-witnesses variously described the twister as “a huge 
black claw which reached out of the sky and dug at the earth” and 
“a huge mass of black smoke which roared and bellowed.” 
Almost every destructive element accompanied the tornado. 
In several instances houses wrecked by the wind were fired. Hail­ 
stones “the size of hen’s eggs beat down on Wayzatta, a pounding 
rain swept over other parts of the storm area and Kenneth Hel- 
gren, a 14 year old Minneapolis boy was badly burned by electri­ 
city when he came in contact with a fallen wire.' 
Rural sections of the two states were hardest hit by the de­ 
structive winds particularly those sections about 
Forest 
Lake, 
Minnesota and Rice Lake, Barron, and Shell Lake, Wisconsin. 
* 
It was near Shell Lake that the three Pittman children were 
crushed to death. 
Douglas was almost instantly killed while his 
sister Dorothy and his cousin Lawrence died a short time later 
from their injuries. 
Two rural Minnesota schools were completely demolished al­ 
though no pupils were injured since the storm struck some two 
hours after classes had been dismissed. 
The extent of the damage done by the tornado was not at once 
known since scores of toll lines and telegraph wires in the two 
states were knocked down. 
Sevtyral of the injured reported that they had been pinned be­ 
neath the wreckage o#buildings or trees as long as an hour before 
they were found by rescue parties. 
Minneapolis, which like St. Paul, escaped the wrath of the 
storm, sent police and fire squads into the outlying districts and 
within two hours from the time they were summoned they had car­ 
ried approximately 25 injured to city hospitals. 
Approximately 50 farms suffered from the fury of the twist­ 
er before its force was spent in the hills of Wisconsin. 
Many of 
the victims said that they were milking their cows when the tor­ 
nado lashed across the fields. 
Louis Wenzel, nine miles west of Hugo, Minn., was one of the 
“milkers,” who had no time to escape. 
‘I heard the thing coming,” he said, “so I got up from the 
stool to see what was up. Before I reached the door the twister 
struck the barn and the cow I had been milking was literally 
blown through the wall.” 
Katie Frischman, who lives on a farm near New Brighton, 
Minn., said she got a good view of the funnel-shaped cloud as it 
bore down upon her. 
“I saw it coming,” she said, “and it seemed that the whole 
southwest end of Minnesota was about to be piled right on top of 
us. 
“It made a hissing sound which grew louder and louder as it 
drew near. Then it took on all the beautiful colors of the rainbow, 
bright red, white, grey and then they all blended into a black, hiss­ 
ing, monster ready to wipe us off the face of the earth.” 
Katie escaped with minor injuries.

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THE PUBLIC PAYS ALL TAXES 


In the last analysis the public pays all taxes, 
says an ex­ 
change. 
Political evasion cannot cloud this fact. Theoretically, indir­ 
ect taxation such as that levied against manufactured commodities 
and corporations is no concern of the public. 
It is even stated. 
that the more business is taxed the lower will be the tax bill of the 
private citizen. 
Utility taxes for example are approximately 12 poi* cent. 
If 
a customer of a utility pays a bill of $8.00 almost a dollar of this: 
goes to the tax collector. The higher utility taxes are the more his 
bill must be. 
This indirect taxation merely uses the industry as a collection 
agency, standing between the government and the citizen. 
Every time we buy an article or a service, whether it is an au­ 
tomobile or a telephone call, a certain amount of the purchasej 
price goes to the support of government. If corporations are over­ 
taxed, the public pays just as surely as it pays taxes on its homes.1 
The problem of indirect taxation is every citizen’s problem. 
Only the ultimate consumer pays taxes against, for example, per­ 
sonal property and in the same gesture raise them against busii- 
ness, merely dodge the issue. 
The question of burdensome and uneconomic taxation can on­ 
ly be solved by intelligent popular understanding and concerted 
action. Nothing is more detrimental to our prosperity and welfare 
than over-taxation in any form.
